A  TALE  OF  TWO  THETAS 

Editor’s  note;  We’re  delighted  to  share  this  correspondence  between  two  members  of  Gamma  Upsilon 
Chapter  at  Miami  It  was  precipitated  by  the  Theta  Foundation  pages  in  the  Spring  2011  issue  of  the 
Theta  magazine. 


Please  forgive  me  for  using  such  a  round-about 
means  of  communication-  if  this  doesn’t  reach  Una 
Hrrtjak  directly  I  hope  Gamma  Upsilon  can  pass  it  on. 
The  reason  for  this  letter  is,  first,  as  an  old  Gamma 
Upsilon  ('54),  I  was  delighted  to  read  in  the  Spring 
2011  issue  of  the  Theta  magazine  about  the  Alice 
Allen  Brandt  scholarship  granted  to  Una  in  2010.  And, 
for  personal  reasons  as  well,  I  am  so  proud  of  my  old 
chapter  for  choosing  Una  and  Una  for  choosing  them. 
Una  is  a  marvelous  representative  for  Theta, 

The  personal/professional  reasons  for  writing  this 
are  so  much  aligned  with  Una,  both  intellectually  and 
geographically,  that  I  will  detail  them.  First,  I  am  a 
political  scientist,  with  many  years  of  teaching  and  a 
late-in-Iife  PhD  in  government  and  international  rela¬ 
tions  (Notre  Dame,  ’92),  My  area  of  concentration 
since  1967  has  been  Eastern  Europe,  especially  the 
former  Yugoslavia.  I’ve  traveled  there  many  times  and 
lived  there  on  three  different  occasions,  including  a 
Fulbright  year  in  Zagreb  in  1993-94,  during  the  war. 
My  ties  to  the  country  and  its  people  run  deep  and  the 
feelings  from  the  tragedy  of  the  war,  immensely  sad. 

After  returning  from  Zagreb  in  1994, 1  was  asked 
to  be  a  visiting  professor/fellow  at  the  Kroe  Institute 
of  Peace  Studies  at  Notre  Dame,  where  I  had  been 
teaching.  Ids  not  often  that  one  is  allowed  a  second  or 
third  career,  but  peace  studies  has  been  that  for  me; 
in  retirement  I  still  stay  active.  So  Una’s  life  choices 
struck  a  chord;  l  would  love  to  meet  her, 

I  hope  this  reaches  Una  through  some  kind  of 
Theta  magic  or  Miami  channels  !

Dear  Una, 

It  was  such  a  treat  to  meet  you  in  person  Sunday. 
I  felt  like  I’d  known  you  for  years:  a  lovely  welcome. 
We  certainly  do  have  a  lot  in  common,  despite  50 
years  in  time  and  birthplaces  an  ocean  apart.  (To  say 
nothing  of  a  university  and  a  sorority.)  George  sec¬ 
onds  this;  we  both  always  enjoy  meeting  someone  as 
nice  as  you  from  former  Yugoslavia,  and  just  sitting 
back,  reminiscing. 

Some  other  time  well  talk  about  serious  matters, 
about  studies  and  international  law  and  peace  and 
conflict  studies  and  all  that,  but  for  now,  you’ve  done 
so  well.  Your  job  sounds  like  a  terrific  opportunity 
to  get  some  on- th e-ground  experience.  Having  been 
around  in  the  1980s,  when  the  Yugoslav  economy 
started  to  slide,  and  the  IMF  imposed  its  usual  auster¬ 
ity  program,  Tve  concluded  that  there  has  to  be  a  bet¬ 
ter  way  to  do  international  aid  and  finance  programs. 

Don!  regret  postponing  law  school.  The  experi¬ 
ence  you’re  getting  is  so  valuable.  And  I  understand 
a  little  of  how  you  probably  felt  upon  viewing  a  stack 
of  law  textbooks— after  two  or  three  months  “vaca¬ 
tion,”  trying  to  decompress  and  then  it’s  off  to  the 
new  grind.  Oddly  enough,  Una,  I  did  almost  the  same 
thing,  only  as  a  senior,  not  a  grad.  The  summer  of 
what  should  have  been  my  senior  year  at  Miami,  as  a 
zoology  major,  I  just  couldn’t  continue  with  it.  A  good 
part  of  it  was  the  almost  total  exclusion  of  women 
from  science  back  in  the  late  1950s,  which  truly  did 
exist.

We  surely  hope  to  see  you  again  in  Washington— 
we’ll  give  adequate  warning  the  next  time  we  visit 
our  daughter  and  family.  In  the  meantime:  enjoy 
Washington  and  all  it  has  to  offer.

In  2011,  Grand  Council  adopted  a  Plan  of  Aspirations,  a  blueprint  for  the 
next  five  years  ...  and  beyond.  It  is  more  than  a  strategic  plan,  because  it 
is  concerned  with  more  than  simply  achieving  goals.  It  is  concerned  with 
achieving  the  noble  aspirations  expressed  by  our  founders"  dream  of  creating 
an  organization  to  offer  women  lifelong  opportunities  for  social,  intellectual, 
and  moral  growth.  I  believe  the  accomplishments  enumerated  in  this 
report  illustrate  that  the  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  experience  remains  relevant 
in  today's  world.

Pansy  Patch 


The  seed  for  Theta  Foundation’s  first-ever  Pansy  Patch  fundraiser 
was  planted  in  2008  prior  to  Grand  Convention.  It  was  an  idea 
dreamed  up  by  Theta  Foundation  Trustees  and  staff  after 
brainstorming  ways  to  reinvigorate  Grand  Convention  fundraising. 
We  wanted  to  create  something  that  married  giving  and 
sisterhood,  and  thus  the  Pansy  Patch  was  formed.  The  idea  was 
to  create  a  real  patch  of  paper  pansies  at  Grand  Convention, 
where  each  pansy  signified  a  $5  gift  made  in  honor  or  memory 
of  a  Theta  sister. 

We  have  come  so  far  since  we  first  introduced  Pansy  Patch. 

The  2008  fundraiser  exceeded  our  wildest  dreams,  raising  more 
than  $40,000  in  its  first  year  and  more  than  $90,000  in  2010. 

We  now  have  www.pansypatch.org,  which  goes  live  several  months 
prior  to  Grand  Convention  and  allows  Thetas  to  purchase  pansies 
online.  As  momentum  continues  with  more  and  more  chapters  and 
members  participating,  we  hope  to  exceed  the  $100,000  mark 
in  2012,  and  how  amazing  would  that  be  for  the  women  whose 
futures  are  brightened  by  our  work  and  mission?

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The  Origination  of  Our  Grants  Program 


Theta  Foundation  grants  date  back  to  1922.  when  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  established 
the  DePauw  Memorial  Library  Project  as  a  memorial  to  women  who  served  in 
World  War  I.  This  grant  allowed  for  the  purchasing  of  books  related  to  women's 
vocations  for  the  school’s  library  and  later  was  expanded  to  include  books  by  and 
about  outstanding  women.  To  this  day,  Theta  Foundation  continues  to  support 
the  DePauw  Memorial  Library  Project  with  an  annual  grant.

Foundation  grant  to  travel  to  Zambia  to  serve, 
Alison  Root  Phi  deuteron/Stanford  University, 
shares  how  her  grant  has  impacted  her  life.

“By  far,  my  greatest  accomplishment  from  my 
Theta  Foundation  grant  was  establishing  an  information 
center  staffed  entirely  by  refugees,  for  refugees  in  Mwange 
Refugee  Camp,  Zambia.  Seeing  the  staff  grow  throughout 
the  year,  even  though  I  was  only  there  for  the  summer,  was  a 
great  feeling.  Going  back  the  second  year  to  work  with  some 
of  the  refugees  as  their  education  advocate  helped  to  deepen 
my  understanding  of  the  issues  facing  developing  countries, 
and  challenges  of  displaced  communities  like  refugees. 


“My  life  has  been  incredibly  changed  by  my  experience 
working  for  FORGE  with  the  help  of  Theta  Foundation.  I 
have  since  solidified  my  dedication  to  the  nonprofit  and 
international  development  community,  which  has  prompted 
me  to  get  involved  in  policy  and  advocacy  in  Washington 
DC.  I  currently  work  for  a  global  health  advocacy  group 
focusing  on  expanding  access  and  resources  for  childhood 
vaccines  all  over  the  world.  I  would  not  have  ended  up  in 
this  important,  challenging  and  rewarding  field  if  it  weren't 
for  my  experiences  with  FORGE  and  Theta  Foundation.

QYou  were  among  the  first  women  to  be  a 

Theta  ELC,  back  when  the  position  was  called 
Traveling  Secretary,  in  1961.  What  do  you  remember 
about  that  time  in  your  life? 

A  When  I  was  sent  a  schedule  for  my  first  few 
visits,  I  inquired  when  and  where  I  would  go  for 
training.  My  supervisor  said  to  me,  "If  you  studied 
the  manuals,  you've  been  trained  [laughing]." 

Kansas  State  was  my  first  chapter  visit.  Mrs.  Tucker, 
a  Grand  Council  member  at  the  time,  greeted  me 
at  the  plane  and  said,  “Thank  goodness  you're 
here,  now  you  can  tell  us  what  we  need  to  do!”  Of 
course,  I  hadn’t  a  clue,  all  I  knew  was  what  was  in  the 
manuals.  Finally,  when  we  got  to  the  house  I  said  to 

her,  "Mrs.  Tucker.  I  really  don’t 
know  what  you  should  be 
doing."  And  we  both  just  fell 
back  on  the  bed  laughing. 


QHow  does  today’s 
ELC  program 
differ  from  the  past? 

A  They  are  trained 

extensively  to  handle 
all  sorts  of  different 
situations.  They  deal  with 
far  more  serious  issues 
like  alcohol  abuse  prevention 
and  are  deep  into  risk 
management.  It  is  a 
huge  responsibility  for 
these  women. 


QWhy  do  you  think  the 
ELC  program  is  so 
integral  to  the  longevity 
and  health  of  our  chapters? 

A  l  think  the  collegians 
really  relate  with 
these  young  ladies  who  are 
essentially  peers  whom  they 
respect.  At  the  same  time, 
the  ELCs  have  the  training 
and  knowledge  to  help 
chapters  with  a  variety  of  important  issues. 

QWhy  do  you  think  it  is  important  for 
Theta  Foundation  donors  to  support 
the  ELC  program? 

A  The  ELC  program  keeps  our  chapters 

strong  and  gets  new  chapters  started  on  a 
good  footing.  When  I  was  a  trustee,  I  established 
an  endowment  from  which  the  proceeds  go  to 
support  the  ELC  program  and  their  training.  It 
is  currently  the  only  fund  of  its  kind  for  Theta 
Foundation,  and  we  need  more  support  to  keep 
this  vital  program  alive. 


What  are  your  wishes  for  the  future  of  the 
ELC  program? 


A  I  hope  that  they  keep  it  going  as  strong  as  it 
is  now.  I  hope  that  they  continue  to  recruit  the 
most  outstanding  young  ladies  to  get  out  there  and 
keep  our  chapters  healthy  and  vibrant.

QWhy  do  you  think  that  more  than  50  years 
the  ELC  program  is  still  relevant? 

A  The  ELC  program  has  evolved  over 
the  past  50  years.  There  are  so  many 
changes  in  Theta  that  our  program  is  constantly 
adapting.  One  thing  remains  the  same— we 
push  our  chapters  to  be  the  best  that  they 
can  be.  I  always  tell  women  that  no  matter 
how  many  things  they  are  doing  right,  there 
is  always  room  for  growth.  We  are  there  to 
challenge  them  and  to  help  them  see  their 
potential,  and  I  think  in  another  50  years  the 
ELCs  will  have  the  same  goal.

THROUGH  COMMERCE  AND  FASHION.

“When  Thetas  are  behind  something,  you  know  it  is  a  good  thing!”  said 
Rian  Brooks,  Gamma  Psi/Texas  Christian.  This  is  first-hand  knowledge  for 
B rooks,  who  has  seen  the  power  of  socially  conscious  sisterhood  in  action. 

Along  with  another  Gamma  Psi  sister.  Katelin  Reddiek-Cortney,  Brooks 
works  for  WORN,  a  company  that  on  the  surface  produces  and  soils  styl¬ 
ish  hand- knit  scarves.  On  a  deeper  level,  however,  WORN’s  mission,  is 
to  support  refugee  women  in  the  greater  Dallas/Fort  Worth  area  through 
employment  and  financial  education.  Reddick -Oort ney  serves  as  the 
company’s  director  of  public  relations,  while  Brooks  is  sales  manager. 

“The  founder,  Abbi  Martin  Ice.  was  one  of  the  first  interns  to  ever 
work  for  TOMs  shoes,"  Brooks  explains.  “She  knows  what  it  means  to 
make  fashion  work  for  a  cause,  and  she  also  knows  what  it  takes  to  make 
a  brand  global  and  to  impact  as  many  people  as  possible.” 

WORN  IS  BORN 

Ice’s  vision  for  WORN  was  spawned  by  a  college  internship  in 
Uganda.  Amid  extreme  poverty,  she  witnessed  beautiful  artistry  and 
handiwork  in  the  clothes  made  by  the  native  women  there,  and  she  won¬ 
dered  if  this  might  he  a  “way  out”  for  them. 

Upon  her  return  to  the  United  States,  two  internships  with  TOMs 
shoes  (a  company  which  donates  a  pair  of  shoes  to  a  child  in  need  for 
every  pair  purchased)  and  Aviator  Nation  (which  manufactures  a  beach- 
friendly  clothing  line),  respectively,  and  a  chance  encounter  with  a 
Fort  Worth-based  musician  (who  would  later  become  her  husband),  the 
Tennessee  native  moved  to  the  Lone  Star  State. 

lee’s  international  relations  background  landed  her  the  position  of 
community  resource  developer  for  refugee  sendees  at  Catholic  Charities 
Forth  Worth.  There,  she  learned  of  the  Translation  and  Interpretation 
Network,  a  business  venture  that  employs  interpreters  from  a  pool  of 
local  refugees  and  immigrants;  in  visiting  homes  through  her  work,  she 
was  again  reminded  of  many  women’s  talents  in  crocheting  and  knitting. 

Catholic  Charities  Fort  Worth  had  the  opportunity  to  work  with  a 
grant  through  the  University  of  Texas  Arlington’s  School  of  Social  Work 
i -GAP  Program,  so  the  agency  began  asking  staff  for  forward- thinking, 
innovative  ideas  to  grow.  That’s  when  Ice  married  the  idea  of  fashion¬ 
able  products  to  a  business  model  that  would  strive  toward  a  greater 
good.  The  concept  of  refugee  women  who  create  scarves  being  paid 
by  the  piece  became  the  reality  known  today  as  WORN.

WHAT  IS  WORN? 

WORN  symbolizes  peace, 
hope,  &  fashion 


WORN  sets  the  tone  of  its 
outreach  with  a  powerful 
mission  statement:  *‘The 
mission  of  WORN  is  to 
provide  refugee  women 
living  in  the  United  States 
a  supplemental  source  of 
income,  empowering  them  to 
rise  above  poverty;1 

As  shared  on  the  brand's 
website,  WORN  combines 
resources  from  various  Forth 
Worth  entities  to  assist 
refugees  new  to  the  United 
States, 

Refugees  from  all  over  the 
world  come  to  the  United 
States  for  resettlement, 
leaving  behind  the  affliction 
and  persecution  they  faced 
in  their  home  countries. 
Catholic  Charities  Fort  Worth, 
along  with  other  resettlement 
agencies,  helps  the  refugees* 
transition  into  American 
culture  which  includes  setting 
up  apartments,  English  as 
a  second  language  classes, 
enrolling  children  in  schools, 
and  help  with  integration  into 
the  American  employment 
system.  The  vision  of  Fort 
Worth  Catholic  Charities  is  to 
provide  the  necessary  skills 
that  allow  these  refugees  to 
be  self-sufficient  and  regain 
a  sense  of  both  seif  and 
dignity. 

For  newly  arrived  refugee 
families,  the  challenge 
to  become  capable  and 
independent  is  difficult  Due 
to  the  fact  that  these  families 
are  still  [earning  English, 
adjusting  to  all  facets  of 
culture  and  daily  life  in  a 
new  country,  and  have  no 
previous  work  experience  in 
the  United  States,  this  isn't  an 
easy  task.  The  average  wage 
for  a  newly  arrived  refugee 
within  Catholic  Charities  Fort 
Worth  refugee  programs  is 
only  $8.17  per  hour,  making 
supplemental  income 
tremendously  important 
for  the  family's  long-term 
financial  stability. 

In  the  Dallas-Fort  Worth  area 
alone,  a  family  consisting  of 
two  parents  and  two  children 
needs  nearly  $46,000  in 
annual  household  income  to 
cover  basic  living  expenses, 
according  to  the  Center  for 
Public  Policy  Priorities.  This 
translates  to  a  necessary 
hourly  wage  of  $23  between

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Refugee  women  from  Thailand,  Burma,  Nepal,  Butan,  and  beyond 
hand  knit  scarves  for  WORN.  In  return.  Catholic  Charities  Fort  Worth 
works  with  the  WORN  knitters  to  help  acclimate  them  to  life  in  the  US, 
be  it  through  securing  housing,  enrolling  their  children  in  school,  or 
managing  their  monthly  finances. 

Each  scarf  costs  $68-8118,  depending  on  the  material  and 
bL  design  elements.  Each  is  knitted  or  crocheted  of  alpaca  or 

light  wool;  an  ultra  Pima  cotton  is  used  for  the  lighter- weight 
spring  line.  Each  WORN  refugee  worker  makes  three  to 
12  scarves  per  week.  Once  the  workers  are  paid,  any 
additional  revenue  from  WORN  sales  is  reinvested  into 
Catholic  Charities  Forth  Worth  to  support  its  various 
community  outreach  programs. 

TWO  THETAS,  WOVEN  INTO  WORN 

Katelin  Reddick  was  a  fashion  merchandising  major 
and  the  president  of  the  Gamma  Psi  Chapter.  Following 
graduation  in  2007,  she  packed  up  and  headed  to  New 
York  City  for  her  first  job,  working  for  a  shoe  designer. 
But  just  before  leaving,  her  personal  life  took  a  turn 
when  Gelene  Cortney,  also  Gamma  Psi/TCU,  arranged 
a  date  with  her  brother.  Long-distance  romance  blos¬ 
somed  for  Reddick  and  her  future  husband,  which 
resulted  in  their  marriage,  her  move  back  to  Texas, 
and  a  position  on  the  advisory  board  for  WORN. 

As  she  learned  more  about  the  mission  of  the 
organization,  her  board  position  lead  to  her  cur- 
r  '  rent  position  as  director  of  public  relations  at 
Catholic  Charities  Fort  Worth* 

“I  owe  so  much  to  Theta — my  best  friends, 
my  husband,  and  my  uncanny  ability  to  han¬ 
dle  crowds  of  women,”  Reddick-Cortney 
said,  laughing. 

Rian  Brooks  was  three  years  behind 
her,  studying  toward  a  degree  in  the 
same  major,  and  post -graduation 
employment  adventures  sent  her  to 
New  York  City  as  well.  After  complet¬ 
ing  an  internship  with  Vera  Wang 
before  her  senior  year  of  college, 
she  had  every  intention  of  returning 
to  the  Big  Apple  ...  but  two  weeks 
prior  to  graduation,  Brooks  learned 
of  WORN  in  one  of  her  fashion 
classes  at  TCU.  “When  1  heard 
about  WORN,  I  was  instantly 
attracted  to  a  post-graduation 
internship,  even  if  that  meant

giving  up  New  York  plans,  I  thought  Abhi  had  a  great 
way  of  partnering  fashion  with  a  good  cause,  and  that 
was  the  best  thing  for  me.” 

One  week  later.  Brooks  had  a  WORN  internship, 
which  began  in  May  2011,  Following  completion  of 
her  internship,  she  was  hired  as  WORN’s  sales  man¬ 
ager.  Along  with  an  operations  manager,  she  and  Abbi 
Ice  compose  the  WORN  staff  within  Catholic  Charities 
Fort  Worth.  They  work  hand-in-hand  with  Red  dick - 
Cortney  on  the  brand’s  communication  needs. 

“In  starting  WORN,  Abhi  gave  her  insights  as  a 
worker  in  refugee  services,  and  sshe  offered  a  personal 
view  of  refugees  who  lived  just  blocks  from  the  TCU 
campus,”  Reddick-Cortney  explained.  “Most  of  these 
women  have  no  means  of  child  care,  no  money  for 
child  care,  plus  there’s  the  language  barrier.” 

Since  the  start  of  WORN  in  September  2010,  the 
company  has  worked  with  up  to  20  refugee  knit¬ 
ters  at  a  time.  (They  currently  work  with  17.)  Both 
Thetas  immediately  recognized  the  social  impact  of 
WORN,  and  they  loved  how  it  partnered  their  fashion 
degrees  with  a  community  betterment  endeavor.  “I 
was  intrigued  by  the  idea  that  the  refugees  could  uti¬ 
lize  their  knitting,  a  skill  they  already  had,  to  create 
trendy  fashion  items  that,  in  turn,  helped  them  earn 
a  living  in  their  new  country,”  Brooks  said.  “Some 
women  can  do  something  as  small  as  buy  diapers  for 
their  babies,  and  we  have  one  woman  saving  money 
to  send  her  son  to  college, 

“Another  woman  who  knits  six  scarves  a  week 
can  now  pay  her  rent  on  her  own  at  the  end  of  each 
month.” 

Reddick-Cortney  agrees  with  the  progress  many 
refugees  have  made  through  their  employment  with 
WORN,  “For  the  women  we  have  as  knitters,  there’s 
a  language  barrier.  There's  a  transportation  harrier. 
There’s  a  child-care  barrier.  By  giving  them  work 
making  scarves,  we  help  break  down  those  barri¬ 
ers.  We  help  them  gain  financial  education  through 
the  United  Way  of  Tarrant  County,  where  they  learn 
things  like  how  to  start  a  savings  account.  That  gives 
them  a  life  skill  and  self-confidence.” 

FASHIONABLE  THETAS 

In  working  in  the  same  city  in  which  they 
attended  college,  Reddick-Cortney  and  Brooks  have 
maintained  their  strong  Theta  connection.  “1  started 
gathering  TCU  Thetas  who  are  local  to  the  Port  Worth 
area,”  Brooks  explained,  “The  models  used  in  the  fall 


product-line  photo  shoot  and  the  spring  shoot  are 
Thetas.  They  care  as  much  as  we  do  and  value  what 
WORN  does  for  the  community.” 

She  also  believes  the  WORN  mission  reflects  the 
attributes  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta.  “In  terms  of  living 
the  WORN  mission,  Theta  stands  for  the  same  things: 
to  give  back  through  philanthropic  outreach.  After 
learning  more  about  the  women  right  here  in  Fort 
Worth,  it  makes  me  more  aware  of  my  daily  life  and 
what  others  around  me  do  and  how  they  work  to  help 
themselves  have  new  lives.” 

Reddick-Cortney  appreciates  the  strength  behind 
tlie  Theta  presence  at  WORN  as  well.  “Rian  and  I 
love  our  jobs,  and  being  under  the  umbrella  of  a  large 
agency.  It  allows  us  to  come  up  with  big  ideas  and 
run  with  them  and  to  take  risks  with  the  support  of 
Catholic  Charities.  Theta  encourages  this:  to  reformu¬ 
late  and  think  outside  the  box  ” 

That  outside-the-box  thought  process  has  allowed 
the  WORN  staff  to  expand  their  product  line;  the  2012 
spring  line  will  include  signature  scarves,  along  with 
headbands,  shawls,  and  necklaces.  And  with  one  year 
under  their  collective  belts,  the  WORN  staff  is  work¬ 
ing  with  Catholic  Charities  to  potentially  replicate  the 
company’s  model  in  other  urban  settings. 

“We  work  at  WORN  because  of  the  innovative 
nature  of  this  non-profit  and  how  effective  it  is  at 
finding  creative  ways  to  get  people  out  of  poverty,” 
Reddick-Cortney  said . 

Brooks  concurred.  “I  know  this  project  will  only 
get  better  and  better  with  time,”  0

As  the  brainchild  of 
company  founder  Abbi 
Martin  Ice,  WORN  is 
both  a  hand-knit  scarf 
brand  and  a  philanthropic 
organization  that  assists  its 
knitters  (refugee  women  in 
employment  with  WORN)  in 
acclimating  themselves  Into 
the  US  culture,  lifestyle,  and 
workforce,  encouraging  them 
to  be  self-sufficient  while 
regaining  self-confidence  and 
dignity.

It  wasn't  easy  for  Her  ./She  had  to  earn  the  respect  of 
the  coaches,  athleoes/  fans,  and,  perhaps  most  difficult, 
fellow  journalists,  niany  of  whom  thought  women  had 
no  business  covering  a  men's  sport.  Veteran  journalist 
Andy  Rooney  notoriously  said,  “The  only  thing  that 
really  bugs  me  about  television's  [football]  coverage  is 
those  damn  women  they  have  down  on  the  sidelines 
who  don't  know  what  the  hell  they're  talking  about.” 

At  the  time,  the  media  flocked  to  Stark  for  comment, 
but  she  wouldn't  give  them  one.  Instead,  she  let  her 
work  do  the  talking.  Her  determination,  knowledge  and 
professionalism  earned  her  a  great  reputation  as  one 
of  the  industry's  best  reporters — male  or  female.  She 
even  grossed  a  compliment  from  Madden  after  a  Hall 
of  Fame  exhibition  game  between  the  New  York  Giants 


and  Houston  Texans.  lie  said  it  was  the  only 
time  he  had  ever  congratulated  a  sideline  reporter. 

After  three  years  on  the  sidelines,  Stark  made  the 
switch  to  NBC  as  a  national  correspondent  for  The 
Today  Show  and  MSNBC,  She  also  covered  three 
Olympic  Games  for  the  network,  but  in  2006,  she 
decided  to  take  a  break  from  journalism  to  raise  her 
four  children  with  husband  Mike  Lilley, 

Then,  in  2011,  Stark  received  a  call  from  Jim  Cohen, 
a  senior  coordinating  producer  at  the  NFL  Network, 
offering  her  a  flexible  position  as  reporter  for  NFL 
Total  Access,  and  Around  the  League  Live.  She  ini¬ 
tially  declined  the  opportunity,  for  fear  it  would  leave 
her  little  time  with  her  husband  and  children.  But 
after  encouragement  from  her  family  and  the  network, 
she  accepted. 

Stark  has  been  back  in  front  of  the  camera  since 
September  and  feels  right  at  home,  though  things 
have  changed  a  little  bit.  For  one  thing,  there  are  far 
more  females  in  the  industry.  Many  agree  that  they  all 
owe  a  little  something  to  Melissa  Stark. 

True  Promise  represents  a  two-way  promise  to  your¬ 
self  and  the  Fraternity  to  be  your  best  self  no  mat¬ 
ter  the  circumstances.  Stark  certainly  had  to  fight 
through  adversity  to  earn  the  respect  of  her  peers,  but 
that  hardship  made  her  a  better,  stronger  reporter — 
and  an  amazing  role  model  for  women  everywhere.

While  returning  home 
to  Houston  from  a  family  trip  to  Colorado,  the  Berry 
family  was  involved  in  a  devastating  ear  crash.  Their 
minivan,  carrying  Robin,  her  husband.  Joshua  Berry, 
and  their  children,  Peter  (age  9),  Aaron  (age  8),  and 
Willa  (age  6),  was  hit  head-on  by  another  vehicle 
which  had  crossed  into  their  lane.  Joshua  and  Robin 
were  killed  in  the  crash.  Their  children  survived; 
however,  both  Peter  and  Aaron  sustained  spinal  cord 
injuries  and  are  now  paralyzed  below  the  waist.  The 
children  are  currently  being  treated  for  their  injuries 
in  a  Houston -area  hospital. 


Saddened  and  moved  by  this  tragic  event,  we  orga¬ 
nized  a  fund-raiser  to  honor  our  late  sister  and  assist 
in  funding  the  now-orphaned  Berry  children's  ongo¬ 
ing  needs,  including  medical  rehabilitation,  physical 
therapy,  psychological  support,  and  education.  Tulane 
Thetas  partnered  with  a  local  shop,  Pinkbcrry,  which 
agreed  to  donate  20  percent  of  the  proceeds  of  fro¬ 
zen  yogurt  sold  to  patrons  who  used  the  code  word 
“Theta"  when  completing  their  transaction.  The  fund¬ 
raiser  sales  for  the  day  totaled  more  than  $600,  20 
percent  of  which  will  go  directly  to  the  Trust.  We  are 
honored  to  have  the  opportunity  to  make  this  con¬ 
tribution,  albeit  small,  to  the  Trust.

LEGACY  POLICY 

Who  is  a  Theta  legacy?  A  Theta  legacy  is  defined  as  a 
daughter,  granddaughter,  great-granddaughter,  or  sister  of 
a  Kappa  Alpha  Theta.  Stepdaughters,  step-granddaughters, 
step-great-granddaughters,  and  stepsisters  are  considered 
legacies  if  their  family  considers  them  as  such. 

There  is  no  such  riling  as  an  indirect  legacy  {i.e.,  cousin, 
niece,  etc.),  and  such  persons  must  not  be  given  special 
consideration  on  the  invitation  list.  However,  they  may 
have  special  knowledge  of  and  interest  in  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  and  should  be  warmly  welcomed  and  recruited. 

All  legacies  receive  an  automatic  invitation  to  the  second 
round  of  recruitment.  No  legacy  can  be  released  after  the 
first  round  of  recruitment.  The  only  exception  is  a  legacy 
who  does  not  meet  the  scholastic  requirements,  per  the 
individual  college  chapter  bylaws.

Following  the  first  round  of  recruitment,  the  executive 
recruitment  board  (ERB)  will  meet  to  hold  a  legacy  review.  An 
advisor  must  be  present.  At  that  time,  the  ERB  will  ensure  that 
each  legacy  met  the  average  number  of  members  met  by  all  PNMs 
participating  in  recruitment  for  that  round  and  received  the  aver- 
age  number  of  votes  that  day.  All  legacies  should  he  met  by  at  least 
two  members  of  the  ERB. 


Following  the  second  round  of  recruitment,  the  recruitment  and 
Panhellenic  district  director  (RPDD)  should  he  contacted  regarding 
legacies.  If  none  are  to  be  released,  the  RPDD  will  be  notified  at  this 
time.  If  a  legacy  is  still  below  the  natural  break,  the  RPDD  will  require 
that  the  chapter  recruiting  officer  (GRO)  provide  certain  information. 

After  the  required  questions  have  been  answered,  a  legacy  may  he 
released  if  the  RPDD  determines  that  she  has  been  given  special 
consideration  and  is  not  considered  to  he  a  compatible  or  poten¬ 
tially  contributing  member  of  the  chapter. 

All  legacies  who  remain  after  the  second  round  of  recruitment  will 
he  invited  to  the  additional  rounds  thereafter.  No  legacy  will  be 
permitted  to  be  released  after  the  third  round  of  recruitment  or 
any  additional  rounds  thereafter.  This  does  not  mean  a  legacy  is 
guaranteed  a  bid.  This  is  dependant  upon  her  placement  on  the  hid 
list  and  recruitment  quota  for  the  chapter.

ON  ALPHA  XI

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Nearly  103  years  after  the  Alpha  Xi  Chapter  was 
initially  established  at  the  University  of  Oregon, 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta  returned  to  campus.  Over 
the  weekend  of  January  20,  Theta’s  installation  team 
traveled  to  Eugene,  Ore.,  to  install  the  Alpha  Xi  chap¬ 
ter.  Fraternity  President  Amy  Hayner  Kates,  Alpha 
Phi/Tulane  presided  over  the  Initiation  Service,  ini¬ 
tiating  78  new  members.  “It  is  always  so  special  to 
bring  back  disestablished  Theta  chapters.  1  find  it  so 
rewarding  for  the  alumnae  of  the  chapter  to  reconnect 
with  the  new  members  and  for  the  new  members  to 
be  able  to  count  on  the  experienced  alumnae  for  guid¬ 
ance.  Even  though  it’s  a  new  beginning,  it’s  a  begin¬ 
ning  that  has  history,  and  I  love  that,”  said  Kates. 

The  installation  team  was  assisted  by  members  of 
the  Beta  Epsilon  chapter  at  Oregon  State  University. 
“Being  a  part  of  the  re-colonization  of  the  Alpha  Xi 
chapter  was  an  experience  unlike  anything  else  for 
our  chapter.  Not  only  were  we  able  to  work  hand  in 
hand  with  many  esteemed  members  of  the  Fraternity 
and  Grand  Council,  but  we  were  able  to  share  in  the 
joy  and  excitement  of  initiating  the  founding  members 
of  this  new  Theta  chapter.  It  was  a  true  reminder  to 
the  members  of  Beta  Epsilon  of  how  blessed  we  are 
to  be  a  part  of  this  all-encompassing  sisterhood,”  said 
Alison  Vogt,  Beta  Epsilon  Chapter  president. 

Local  alumnae  had  many  opportunities  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  the  weekend’s  events.  Alpha  Xi  alumna  Mary 
Sipprell  Fool  said,  “I  was  so  excited  to  witness  Alpha 
Xfs  official  return  to  the  Oregon  Greek  community 
during  installation  weekend.  It  was  an  honor  to  attend 
the  events,  and  1  especially  enjoyed  the  initiation 
ceremonies.  The  charter  service  was  quite  moving  . . , 
watching  the  members  sign  the  new  charter,  with  the 
original  1909  charter  placed  beside  it.  All  in  all,  a  ter¬ 
rific  Theta  weekend!” 


A  charter  member  summed  up  her  experience: 
“Installation  weekend  was  amazing.  I  loved  participat¬ 
ing  in  the  same  ritual  that  Alpha  Xi  Chapter  members 
did  a  long  time  ago,  as  well  as  Thetas  all  over  the 
country  from  recent  years  to  the  late  1800s,” 

Following  the  Pledge  Service  on  Friday  night  and  the 
Initiation  Service  on  Saturday,  the  final  ritual  service 
was  the  Charter  Service  on  Saturday  evening.  The 
newly  initiated  members  signed  the  new  charter  and 
the  original  charter,  signed  in  1909  was  returned  to 
the  chapter.  One  charter  member  said,  “I  loved  sign¬ 
ing  the  charter.  I  have  seen  old  charters  In  other  facil¬ 
ities,  but  didn’t  know  i  would  soon  be  signing  my  own 
charter  as  a  charter  member  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta.” 

The  weekend  culminated  in  the  installation  rcccp- 
t  io  n ,  w  lie  re  n  ew  ly  initiat  ed  in  em  he  rs  we  re  j  oi  n  ed  bv 
nearly  200  of  their  closest  friends,  family  members, 
members  of  the  university  Greek  community  and 
alumnae.  “Amid  all  of  the  highlights  of  the  weekend, 

I  think  my  favorite  part  was  getting  to  meet  so  many 
of  the  parents  and  hearing  their  stories  of  the  special 
dimension  that  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  had  added  to  their 
daughters’  lives,”  said  Laura  Ware  Doerre,  Fraternity 
vice-president, 

“Looking  hack  on  the  chapter’s  colonization,  I 
couldn’t  believe  how  far  these  women  have  come. 

To  share  in  this  experience  with  the  newly  initi¬ 
ated  members,  their  families,  and  all  of  the  Thetas 
who  joined  us  was  unforgettable.  I  am  so  proud  of  all 
that  the  Alpha  Xi  chapter  has  accomplished  thus  far 
and  cannot  wait  to  see  the  impact  they  make  on  the 
University  of  Oregon  campus,”  said  one  of  the  two 
educational  leadership  consultants  (ELGs)  based  with 
the  chapter  this  year.
